Mr. Strether's defeat is conceded 
by 1,100 majority, and Mr. Fowning is 
defeated by at least 1,000 majority for 
bis opponent. Merrill, the Democratic 
•candidate for Attorney General, is prob- 
ably elected by 150 majority. The Be- 


^ publicans estimate the majorities for 
'their candidates as follows: Lieutenant 
Governor Laughton, 150; Judge Leon- 
ard, 550; Supreme Court Clerk Bicknell, 
700; Controller Hallock, 200; Treasurer 
'Tufly,1 200; Surveyor General Preble 
-350; School Superintendent Young, 300; 
and State Printer Harlow, 450.' 


The Republicans are sure of the Leg- 


islature on joint ballot. There are 
eleven hold-over Senators, of two • only 
are Republicans. On Tuesday Rerflib- 
lican Senators were elected in Storey, 
tOrmsby, "Washoe.Eimeralda auclEarska 
•counties. An Independent Republican 
Senator has been elected in Douglas 
county. The Churchill Senatorship is 
in doubt. Elko has elected a Democrat- 
ic Senator, and the contest in Lander 
county is very close, with the piobabili- 
ties in favor of the Democratic Senator.

The Republicans have elected all 
the Assemblymen in Storey, Ormsby, 
AVashoo, Eameralda, Douglas and Lyou 
counties. They have also elected two 
Assemblymen in Eureka county, one in 
Lander count" and will probably elect 
one each in Elko, Humbpldt and White 
Fine counties.

All through the campaign he 
was joked and rediouled by tie press as 
one would have. expected them to do had 
Oscar "Wilde or Geo. Francis Train been 
running. No one seemed to enjoy the 
fan more than the wily old Ben. him- 
«elf. He exhibited no anxiety about 
the election at 
any time, and his 


speeches were made up of excentrio 
stories, fan and pleasantries calculated 
to amuie instead of instructing his au- 
diences, and in fact, absolutely laughed 
tkimself into the Governors chair, He 
made the shrewdest canvass that was 
made anywhere daring this' campaign, 
and as a result is elected by 25,000 ma- 
jority when no other candidate oa the 
ticket with him came anywhere near 
winning. It has been the dream of 
the old man's life to be Governor of hia 
native State, and he seems to have been 
determined to accomplish it or spend 
the remainder of the present century in 
trying. He has made the riffle and we 
believe the people of Massachusetts and 
the whole country are rejoiced at his 
success. 


NOTES. 


John Taylor, the head of the Mormon

General Sherman's Report. 


The annual report of General Sher- 


man has been given to the public. II 
is accompanied by the reports of Divis- 
ion Commanders, and of General Sheri- 
dan and Inspector General Sackett. 
The report shows the general Staff to 
consist of 575 officers and 1,216 enlisted 
men. The army proper consists of ten 
regiments of cavalry, 431 officers a 
6,393 men; five regiments of artillery, 
280 officers and 2,493 men; twenty-five 
regiments of infantry, 877 officers and 
8,773 men; total including unavailable 
men detailed at various points, 2,162 offi- 
cers and 23,024 men. He says the experi 
enoe of the world shows that but sixty- 
six per cent, of an army is available for 
active service, and as 25,000 are really 
needed for the standing army, he re 
commends that the limit of the army be 
increased to 30,000. The officers and 
mon in the army are now, he says, 
overworked, and must continue so un- 
less the number be increased. He re- 
views the work of the year somewhat in 
detail, arriving at the conclusion that 
there have been fewer Indian outbreaks 
in the year than at any time for twenty 
years past. This ii due to the efficiency 
of the army and in part to the, advance- 
ment of civilization in the "West. The 
report devotes considerable space to the 
growth of the great West, and says that 
now that the transition point is passed, 
it is the duty of the Government to 
select certain strategic points for perma- 
nent army posts, and to construct com 
fortabla buildings on them, so as to not 
longer compel officers aad men to live 
in holes, as heretofore. There have 
been 1,741 trials by court-martial dur- 
ing the year. He recommends a change 
in the system "of court-martial, saying 
that the prevent system was established 
by the custon in the English army 100 
years ago, when the habit was to dine 
at 3 o'clock and get drunk after dinner. 
The number of desertions during the 
year was 3,721; enlistments and re-en- 
listments, 7,341. 
Commenting oil the 


number of desertions, he says many of 
those men who enlist in Eastern cities 
after free transportation to the West 
desert, knowing full well there will be 
little effort to bring them back or punish 
them. The remedy, he ttiinks, is in 
the better treatment of those who stay 
and more\severe punishment to 'desert- 
ers. He recommends'an increase in the 
pay to $16 a month, instead of $13, and 
that the punishment for desertion be 
made more severe, inflicting capital 
punishment in aggravated caaes, as is 
done by other countries. The general 
condition of the army personnel is im- 
proved. The recent rifle contests have 
made grent improvement in the ID irk - 
manship of the men. He recommends 
tba appropriation for continuing the 
work and recommends the adoption of 
some plan by which regiments and of- 
ficers can be given definite terms in re- 
mote posts and then be allowed to re- 
turn to the comforts of civilized life. 
He recommends the employment of 
teachers of schools at posts, and re- 
marking that as officers, in spite of ad- 
vice, will marry, and have families, 
they should be provided for in the beat 
manner possible.

The Nevada City (Cal.) Transcript of 


"Wednesday soys: "While in this city a 
jkw days ago, Almariu B. Paul, the well 
3taown mining man, exhibited to us the 
original certificate of assay of the first 
jiece of ore brought to this State from 
She Comstock. William Morrison and 
JHv. Stone were the names of the par- 
ties who brought the ore here. They 
were old residents, and left here in 
May, 1859, on a prospecting trip, and 
brought up at what is known as Vir- 
ginia City. 
The ore was taken from 


the Ophir ground. The assay was made 
by James J. Ott (who still has an assay 
oaBee in this city), bearing date July 
28, 1859, and the rock was found to 
oontnin $904 96 in gold and $1,975 75 
3D silver. AV'hen the aesult of this as- 
say became known there vras a general 
fKampede from here, and in a few 
3»ouths thereafter this town was almost 
depopulated. 
If the Comstock had 


sever been discovered Nevada City 
would have been the largest mining 
cxmp on the coast. Its future is now 
brighter than the past has over been."

Several deaths hava recently occurred 


•t Beno from typhoid pneumonia. The 
sickneis and fatality at« such M to sug- 
gest that there must be something es- 
sentially wrong in the drainage or 
the general cleanliness of that town.— 
Virginia Enterprise. 


All the warning and cautioning of 


Beno newspapers seem to hove failed to 
rouse the people here to do something 
to remedy the sanitary condition of the 
town. Oases of typhoid pneumonia are 
becoming alarmingly frequent, 
and 


three deaths have already resulted from 
this disease. It can all be traced to the 
defective sewerage of JBeno and the filthy 
condition of the numerous cess pools 
and backyards. A walk through the 
alleys and backyards 
reveals filth, 


garbage and stench, rioting everywhere 
nearly. 
There is too much of the 


whited sepulchre business in the clean- 
liness of the town. While many people 
are careful to keep the street fronts ol 
their premises in fair order, the back- 
yards are neglected, and filth is dumped 
there recklessly that they would ba 
ashamed to have in the front. The late 
rain will increase the miasma of the 
muck and garbage heaps and surely adc 
to the death rate. There ought to be a 
speedy correction of things. Innocen 
parties who do try to keep their prem 
ises clean and pay some tribute to the 
laws of health arras lia~ble to fall vic- 
tims to the miasma from a neighbor'! 
filthy yard as though their own was in 
the same condition. 
It requires gen- 


eral and concerted action ia the matter, 
for one pestilence-breading yard is 
enough to spread disease and death 
throughout a whole

We need 
not name them, for their names are in 
everybody's mouth. 
So far as he is 


concerned the election means that the 
people want Arthur to be President ati'd 
not any "old man of the sea" sitting on 
his shoulders or any bummers and 
hacks ruling him in the name of ancient, 
injudicious friendship. 
If he is deter- 


mined henceforth to be President of the 
whole country and not the mere tool of 
a justly unpopular faction, then he may 
sufely count on recovering the ustoeui 
and confidence of the general public. 
He will noc be re-elected, but he may 
very surely, by wise public policy, rally 
the defeated Republicans, reunite the 
party for 1884, and enable it, even if it 
does not elect its candidate, to present 
a formidable opposition in Congress to 
the Democratic Administration.

Bepublican party or for the President. 
The Democratic success is so great as 
to be dangerou* to the victors.
